FORTUNATE ALBERTA 

From the Alleghanies to the Rockies, 
the United States is sweltering in the 
most widely severe drought that has 
afflicted the country since the white 
man spread across the great central 
plains and began to jot down the daily 
temperatures and rainfall—or lack of 
it. Grain crops may be little affected, 
since harvest is over in most of the 
area, but stock, vegetable and fruit 
crops must suffer seriously. 

The prairie provinces of Canada 
were fortunate that they had their 
drought early in the season, and that 
subsequent rains have changed an un- 
promising crop outlook into the prospect 
of a normal yield. Conditions in this 
part of the west are generally favorable 
as regards grain, feed, roots, stock, and 
if business does not improve during the 
fall that will be because prices are low, 
not because the farmer has not products 
to sell. 


THE EXPERIMENTAL STAGE 


Experience, it is said, was the chief 
gain looked for from the cruise of the 
R-100. Men must learn to navigate 
the air, as they had to learn to navigate 
the sea; and the only way to learn that 
art is do it. 

Whatever the designers and navi- 
gators may have learned from the trip 
across, that huge rent in the side of the 
gas bag symbolizes what the public 
will deduce from the voyage. Very 
evidently the R-100 was close to disaster 
when it got caught in a “cyclonic” air 
current above the city of Quebec. That 
is the fact that will stand out before 
the prospective passenger who is con- 
templating a trip to Europe, and will 
stick in his memory. 

The airship may be the ship of the 
future, but that future is some way off. 
The palatial ocean liner will continue to 
do the carrying trade of the world for 
a generation or so. It may be slower 
than the dirigible, but it is a deal more 
comfortable, and long and severe test- 
ing under all conceivable conditions has 
shown that it is very likely to get to 
ts destination, “cyclonic” air currents 
notwithstanding. 


THE POOL ESCAPED 


Officials say the Wheat Pool was 
able to sell enough wheat last year at 
prices above a dollar a bushel to make 
up the margin on what had to be sold 
for less than a dollar. This put the 
organization “in the clear’ with the 
banks by the end of the crop year, July 
i5th. The western provincial govern- 
ments will not, therefore, have to pay 
anything to the ba on account of the 
guarantee they gave for advances to 
the Pool 

The outcome is in which all 
narties concerned may find satisfaction. 
The Pool avoided liquidation. The banks 


one 


ivoided loss. The provinces avoided 
having to redeem their guarantee in 
cash. Pool members and provincial 


taxpayers are mutually. entitled to con- 
gratulate themselves and each other on 
emerging from the speculative venture 
with their pocket-books intact; and the 
provincial governments may heave a 
heart-felt sigh of relief at the passing 
of a situation which held possibilities of 
political disaster. 

Nothing is said about any balance 
bemg available with which to make a 
subsequent payment to the growers of 
the wheat that was marketed through 
the Pool. The inference is that the ad- 
vance payment was also the final pay- 
nent. That inference is strengthened 
by the fact that the cut-off date was 
shifted ahead two weeks, to July 15th, 
at a time when wheat prices were tend- 
ing downward. Wheat delivered since 
that date draws a down payment of 
only 70 cents a bushel, against a down 
ayment of $1.00 per bushel! set for the 
ast year. 

Advancing the cut-off date was ap- 
arently the means taken to reduce the 
initial payment on late deliveries and 
thus protect the Pool against having to 
advance $1.00 a bushel on wheat which 
there was little prospect that it could 
sell without a sacrifice of ten cents per 
bushel or more. 

TOO LONG 

For several weeks toward the close 

of the recent campaign there came 


complaints from all corners of the Do- 
minion that the political speakers were 
unfairly monopolizing the evening ether, 
and that owners of radio sets would like 
a chance to listen to entertainment pro- 
grams for a change. 

There are signs in plenty that the 
radio “fans are not the only parties 
who have been “fed up” with the pro- 
longed diet of debate, and relief will be 
general that the public can once more 

et back to their accustomed occupa- 
ions, amuséments and topics of conver- 
sation. 

Premier King announced on May 7 
that a general election would be held 
this summer. The party calculators the 
same day figured out that polling 
would take place either on July 28 or 
two weeks later, probably on the form- 
er date. The party machinery was at 
once set in motion, and for twelve 
weeks less two days the war of words 
has been waged with growing volume. 

Things were complicated for the Al- 
berta voters by the fact that a pfovin- 
cial election was scheduled for June 19; 
as for the voters of New Brunswick. 
Having sustained the concurrent shocks 
of two campaigns in mid-summer, the 
people of these provinces may be ex- 
cu if they feei that they have had 
moré than enough politics for one sea- 
son. 

There will be pretty general agree- 
ment that the federal campaign was 
longer than is desirable. Attendance at 
public meetings in this part of the coun- 
try at least tended to grow slim as time 
passed, indicating that the electors had 
become weary of listening te repeti- 
tions of speeches they had already 
heard. A six weeks’ campaign is plenty 
long enough to acquaint the public with 
the essential issues of an election. When 
it drawn out to greater length interest 
slackens and the controversy grows 
stale.

AUGUST 5th 

“It is little known,” says record, “that the 5th of August was once 
observed in England es a holiday, exactly in the same manner as the 5th 
of November, and for a cause of the same nature.” This otcasion was 
connected with what history describes as the puzzle of ths Gowrie con- 
spiracy. As a matter of fact the whole tale is, as 
Dickens’ famous chtracter, Mrs. Gamp, would have 
expressed it “wropt in mystery.” It was supposed 
to have been an attempt on the life of James VI of 
Gediland, but as the details of the plot read more 
like the heavy melodramatic efforts of 2 tenth-rate 
playwright, it is not surprising that one historian at 
lecst has declared the story “to have been almost 
wholly a fabrication of the King’s.” The Eari of 
Gowrie and Alexander Ruthven were the two declared 
conspirators, but as they were both summarily 
despatched on the spot. confirmation from this 
quarter was naturally out of the question. It would 
appear, however, that for reasons much disputed they 
formed a plot to hasten James’ journey to the land 
of his ancestors, but the manner in which they are credited with attempt- 
ing to bring this about would tend to the belief that either they delighted 
in dramatic detail or else James was a very credulous gentleman. It is 
said the scent of gold was irresistible to James, 50, apparently, on the 
morning of August 5, 1600, young Ruthven lured James to Gowrie House 
with a story of hidden treasure. James allowed himself to be led alone 
through many chambers the door of each of which was locked behind them 
until they came to the small turret chamber. Here snstead of producing 
the pieces of cight Ruthven ts said to have attacked the king. James 
managed, like Sister Anne, to get his head out of the window and cry for 
help. “The King was particularly touched,” says history, “in point of honor 
in making good his own story,” but there appears to have been a good 
deal of doubt whether it was a Gowrie conspiracy against the king or 
vice versa. At any rate an order went forth for a solemn thanksgiving 
but continues the historian, “James was a notorious liar, and his own 
ence is of little value uncorroborated.” Truly history contains some 
Strange pages!

Do you éver stop to think, Mr, Man, that your wife never in the world 
would have married you if you had employed the same technique as & lover 
that you do as a husband? 

When you were courting her you did 
everything that you could to make yourself 
attractive to her, When you went to call 
upon her you were shorn and shaven and 
manicured and pressed and looked as spic 
and span as if you had just come out of a 
bandbox The nifty gentleman in the 
ready-made clothes advertisements had 
nothing on you 


But you don't care how you appear 
to your wife. You regard matrimony as 
having emancipated you from the safety 
razor and given you the privilege of sit 
fing on the back of your neck and slop 
ping around the house in a soiled shirt 
with no collar and run-down-at-the-heel 
slippers.
